To qualify as a kerchunker one must show his skill by 
pressing the mike button long ehovgh to activate the Repeater, but 
not long ehough to I.D. or be identified. To be a "certified" ker- 
chunker one must follow this vrocedure successively until the mike 
finger fatigues, or someone wants to use the Repeater. 

Be careful to kerchunk when you know no one is listening, 
so that legitimate repeater users will not be irritated and put an 
anti-kerchunker device on the Repeater. 

By being a "certified" kerchunker, one can do the following; 

1-See if your transmitter can access the Repeater, 
2-See if the Reveater can hear your transmitter, 
3-Hnjoy the excitement of hearing the savelch-tail, 
4—-See if the Repeater 1s un, and 
5-Use the Repeater without having to talk to anyone.
